He told Santa Clara County 
Sheriff's Deputies Fred Goudy 
and J. C. Hooten that he had 
“never had a girl.” 

“IT guess this is really a sex 
problem,”” he said. 

He said he bought a rifle at a 
sport shop yesterday ‘‘for the ex- 
press purpose of picking up a 
girl, killing her, raping her and 
then leaving the body in the 
hills.” 

He said he drove around at 
random, looking for a_ victim 


his home at about 10 p.m. and 
telephoned Deena, who lived 
across the street, telling her he 
had to make a trip and asking 
her if she would take him to the 
railroad station and then bring his 
car home. 

Passing through the Standord 
campus, with Deena at the wheel, 
he said, he picked up the rifle 
from the back seat, pointed at the 
girl’s head and pulled the trigger. 
He said he then changed his 
mind about his intended assault 
and drove directly to the police 
station. 

Cordry was booked for investi- 
gation of murder,. but acting Dist. 
Atty. Louis Doll said a psychiatric 
examination was ordered and “‘we 
may send him to a state mental 
institution rather than to trial for 
murder.”

CHICAGO, Feb. 26 (® — Gov. 
Frank G. Clement of Tennessee 
tonight, said, ‘“‘Tolerance cannot 
be forced on us from the outside 
by federal law.’’

Gov. Clement, in a lecture at 
the University of Chicago, said 
any solution of the problem of 
school desegregation will 
be brought about on the local 
level. 

He said the U.S. Supreme 
Court’s decision against segrega- 
tion created more problems than 
it solved in the South and else- 
where. 

“It placed in bas relief the fact 
that prejudice is a national atti- 
tude,” he added. .

HAVANA, Cuba, Feb. 26 (#— 
Cuban rebels carried off a bold 
daytime raid on a downtown Ha- 
vana bank today in another at-: 
tempt to shame the government 
in the eyes of thousands of tour- 
ists here for Cuba’s sports festi- 
val. The raiders burned pouches 
of checks but made no effort to 
take cash. 

It was a stunt that stole away 
some of the advance excitement 
over the fight between world 
lightweight champion Joe Brown 
of New Orleans and Cuban 
champ Orlando Echevarria in 
Havana’s new two-million-dollar 
Sports City. 

ENTER AT 8 A.M. 

Four to six of Fidel Castro's 
rebels entered the National Bank 
of Cuba at 8 a. m., mingling with 
about 20 employes and custom- 
ers. They whipped out pistols and 
tied up the employes in the 
bank’s check clearing room. Then 
they set fire to thousands of 
checks and fled. 

The raid wasn’t discovered un- 
til smoke pouring from the bank 
windows attracted policemen. The 
fire was put out quickly. One re- 
port said most of the checks were 
destroyed. 

Rebels marred the opening of 
the sports festival Sunday by kid- 
naping Argentina’s Juan Fangio, 
world champion auto racer, be- 
fore the Gran Premio auto race 


here. They released him hours 
after the race ended in tragedy

These and other experiments 
were described at the first nation- 
al biological conference held in 
Moscow late last year.

Demihov of Moscow’s Medical In- 
stitute’s laboratory for transplant- 
ing organs, reported, however, 
that when a dog’s amputated head 
was transplanted to a puppy’s 
body the animal behaved normal- 
ly until it died six days later. 

Said Demidov: “‘It lapped wat- 
er, reacted to light, sounds and 
even displayed a puppy’s playful-

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Why Build Roads 
We Can’t Keep Up? 


State highway officials attending the 
seventh annual Georgia Highway Confer- 
ence at Georgia Tech have pointed out 
that maintenance is the No. 1 concern of 
the department right now. 


Especially is this true since the re- 
cent devastating cold which did an esti- 
mated 10-million-dollars damage to 
Georgia roads. More money is needed 
to repair the roads than that which 
is currently allocated for maintenance. 

W. F. Abercrombie, state materials 
testing engineer, said the annual high- 
way maintenance appropriation should be 
hiked from 10 million dollars to 24 mil- 


- lion to protect the state’s 600 million 


dollars already invested in construction. 


C. W. Leftwich, State Highway De- 
partment construction engineer, agrees. 
He suggests that doubling the present 
appropriation would permit an accept- 
able job of maintenance. 


Here again we are reminded of a 
great weakness of Georgia’s highway pro- 
gram. So much emphasis has been placed 
on paving more miles of roads—because 
of political pressures—that there’s no 
money left for the state to protect its 
investment with proper maintenance. 
This approach is a complete fallacy. 

There’s no economic argument which 
can support building roads which cost 
mnillions and then permitting them to 
crumble for lack of maintenance—in 
many cases requiring complete rebuild- 
ing within a few years. 

One of the strongest arguments 
against extending the bonding capacity 
of the Rural Roads Authority is that 
neither the counties nor the state has funds 
in sight to maintain the roads. Some of 
them would have completely deteriorated 
before the building program was finished. 
It is much better to build on a pay-as- 
you-go basis instead of squandering mil- 
lions on road investments which soon 
would be lost from lack of repairs. 

Political road building has been a 
costly business for all Georgia taxpayers. 
We need a more realistic approach, not 
only in getting better quality construc- 
tion, but to the problems of maintenance. 
Shifting more emphasis to quality and 
maintenance instead of sacrificing these 
to mere mileage would save millions and 
result in better roads.

We regret the unfortunate incident 
but call attention of Sandtown residents 
as well as those of any other unincor- 
porated area of Fulton County to agree-

plemented the Plan of Improvement. 
to call upon the City of Atlanta or any 


other incorporated city to furnish what- 
ever fire protection they decide is needed 
in any particular area. The cost of such 
protection, however, must be paid by 
the county. And citizens concerned must 
make their wishes known. 


This seems to be a fair arrangement. 
But Sandtown residents or those of any 
other unincorporated area cannot expect 
such services unless they are willing to 
foot the bill. But this unhappy oc- 
currence calls attention to the need.

Survival Is Only Issue 
In Foreign Aid, Trade 


The bipartisan meeting in’ Washing- 
ton Tuesday to promote citizen support 
for foreign aid was most significant. Most 
top national leaders, including President 
Eisenhower and former President Tru- 
man, were on hand to point out the ab- 
solute necessity of continuing this pro- 
gram in the interests of our own and free 
world security. 

Both the military and economic as- 
pects of foreign aid are essentials in com- 
batting communism. Moscow has moved 
into both fields in a big way, with a 
massive infiltration of political agents as 
an accompanying tactic. Foreign aid and 
economic infiltration is becoming a major 
weapon of the Soviets in the cold war. 

We have to face up to the fact that 
the Soviet Union intends to become a 
major competitor in world markets with- 
in 10 years. Its industrial plant is ex- 
pected to approximate our own within 
that time. It will be modern and vig- 
orous. And in this competitive war, wage 
rates and costs will be no problem for the 
Soviets. 

Unless we win the friendship of the 
doubtful nations and build up their pow- 
ers of resistance, there is grave danger 
that some of our best markets and sources 
of raw materials will be lost. 

The Soviet plans are still to domi- 
nate the world. The cold war, with the 
United States as the principal target, will 
continue indefinitely, with our economy 
and way of life in an increasing state 
of seige. We must increase, not lessen, 
our efforts to bolster the economic and 
military security of our allies and of 
nations we hope to keep out of the Com- 
munist orbit. 

Foreign aid should not be a political 
issue, as Mr. Truman said. As he said 
further, the only politics involved is that 
of survival.

Puerto Ricans Swell Violence Toll

quarters. The crime and juvenile 
delinquency rate is high, the cost 
in welfare payments is huge and 
the children are numerous. 

It is estimated that one out of 
five Puerto Ricans in New York 
gets some form of welfare pay- 
ment. Many of the others have 
secured good jobs and are relia- 
ble and sometimes prosperous 
citizens. They are the backbone of 
such industries as the garment 
factories, hotels and restaurants. 

Puerto Ricans bring a special 
kind of racial problem to New 
York because they have a lan- 
guage difficulty and are unfamil- 
iar with local customs. Particular- 
ly in the lower economic groups, 
they tend to explosive excite- 
ments. This has contributed to 
their high crime rate. 

The youngsters swarm into the 
schools and run smack into the 
language problem and the inabil- 
ity to read and write English. 
This makes them self conscious, 
often rebellious. 


In an effort to learn more about 
these new residents, the New York 
school system has financed work- 
shops to Puerto Rico where teach- 
ers observed and studied local 
customs and manners. More than 
100 New York teacheus are Puer- 
to Rican natives, and instructors 
who have a knowledge of Spanish 
are sought after. 

The real racial tension affecting 
the Puerto Rican element are be- 
tween them and the Negro popu- 
lation, rather than the white race. 
This stems from jealousy mainly, 
plus economic concern. The two 
groups are bidding for many of 
the same type jobs. 

Negroes, who resent being re 
ferred to here by that name, are 
heard referring to Puerto Ricans 
as “Spics.”’ 

Until the Puerto Ricans came, 
Negroes were on the low rung of 
the economic and social status 
ladder. They felt they should now 
be moved up and the Puerto Ri- 
cans, many of whom are as dark- 
skinned as Negro arrivals from 


Charleston, 8.C., should be low | 


man. 


Racial feelings have not, how- 
ever, broken out into warfare be- 
tween Negroes and Puerto Ri- 
cans. Some of the toughest juve- 
nile gangs of the city, such as 
the “Dragons,” are a mixture of 
Puerto Rican, Negro and whites. 
Seven members of the gang now 
are on trial for murder. Two are 
Puerto Rican, two Negro, two 
white and one from the Domini- 
can Republic. 


Ralph W. Whalen, executive di- 
rector of the New York Youth 
Board, which has a $4,500,000 
budget to aid problem children, 
recognizes the Puerto Rican prob- 
lem as a severe challenge, but is 
not ready to pin the main respon- 
sibility for the city’s juvenile de- 
linquency on this group alone. 

“You just can’t put this prob- 
lem at the feet of any one racial 
group,”” Whalen said. “‘Given bet- 
ter housing and the privilege of 
living a normal childhood, I feel 
that Puerto Ricans and Negroes 
would show up much better.”

question, there was furious ac- 
tivity in the wings. 

At issue was a political ques- 
tion related to the 1958 election 
campaigns. Many members of the 
Senate pondered the effect of the 
five-cent stamp on their con- 
stituents. 

The Republican Senate contin- 
gent voted solidly for the five-cent 
letter postage and for other rate 
increases affecting second, third 
and fourth class mail matter. 


The five-cent stamp for non- 
local mail was only one of many 
proposals made to increase postal 
revenues, but it appeared to be 
the most important. Remaining 
for action are other amendments 
designed to reduce the ever- 
mounting postal deficits, now 
creeping toward $1,000,000,000 a 
year. Among these is the proposal 
that the air mail rate be raised 
from six to eight cents. 

The five-cent letter, it was held, 
was a problem that reached into 
not only every home, but also 
into large and small businesses 
that depend heavily upon the 
mail. 

Some debaters predicted that 
small businesses, operating 
through the mails, might be driv- 
en to failure. It was also argued 
that some businesses would try 
to find other means of distribut- 
ing their sales appeals to an ex- 
tent that ‘would offset any gains 
made by the postage rate rise. 

Debate ran throughout the day 
from one argument to another. 

But before the vote was taken 
Democratic leaders conceded that 
the five-cent letter proposal would 
win. Yet, the proposal appeared 
to run counter to political action 
as it is usually witnessed in Con- 
gress.

fired, Eisenhower said, “are bad- 
ly mistaken.” 

The Ike-Nixon arrangement 
came to light, through question- 
ing, against this background: 


Eisenhower has had three ma- 
jor illnesses in a little more than 
two years. Right now he still is 
trying to shake off vestiges of a 
cold. Congress hasn’t gotten very 
far on either legislation or a con- 
Sstitutional amendment for han- 
dling a disability crisis. 


Some top Democrats prefer leg- 
islation. Eisenhower said he per- 
sonally favors an amendment. 

“Now, in my own case,” he 
added, “because I think in be- 
tween Mr. Nixon and myself there 
is a rather unique state of mutual 
confidence and even liking and 
respect, that there. . .is no prob- 
lem; because I think Mr. Nixon 
knows exactly what he should do 
in the event of a presidential dis- 
ability of the kind that we are 
talking about. 

“And so, I have got my own 
conscience clear at the moment, 
but I still think it should be han- 
died as something for all future 
cases.”’ 

The President said he didn’t 
think he would answer a question 
whether he has put the agreement 
in writing. He told reporters that 
if he had, they probably would 
want the letter and would want 
to “‘see whether my grammar is 
correct and all the rest of it.” 
He went on to say there is such 
a “clear understanding” with Nix- 
on—‘‘an undestanding to which 
others around me are completely 
privy—that it is inconceivable 
- .. that any 
could occur.”

Cravey announced that if any- 
one else applauded he would “‘ask 
the doorkeeper to take him out.” 

“The Georgia Rating Bureau, 
which represents 311 insurance 
cumpanies, filed the information 
upon which Cravey based his or- 
der granting rate increases. And 
Crevey says he now has three ex- 
aminers checking to see if the bu- 
reau’s information is correct. 

Sen. Cox pressed Cravey on the 
point of whether he (Cravey) 
hired the examiners and the bu- 
reau is going to pay them. 

“That’s been the custom since 
1871 for your information,” Cra- 
vey retorted. 

One of the examiners, A. C. 
Boysen, said he already is con- 
vinced the “overall’’ rate in- 
creases are justified. But he said 


it would be several months be- | 


fore it could be determined 
whether increases are justified 
in all individual classifications. 

Twitty asked Cravey why he 
ordered the examination of the 
bureau after deciding to grant 
the rate increases. 


Cravey said it was time for an 
examination anyway, since he has 
the bureau examined every four 
to six years. 

Twitty asked him what he 
would do if the examiners found 
the rate increases were not jus- 
tified. 

“I'd run ‘em off just like a 
bunch of crooks,” Cravey de- 
clared. He said that in such a 
case he would take “‘drastic ac- 
tion’ and run the bureau out of 
the state. 

Several insurance spokesmen 
lambasted the press for its cov- 


erage of the controversial rate 
increases. At the end of the 
hearing. Cravey declared, ‘My 
hat’s off to half the press—on the 
other half I’ve got no comments.” 

Only two opponents of the in- 
creases spoke at the hearing. 

John Duncan, president of the 
Georgia Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion, pointed out that rural fire 
rates were increased 50 per cent 
by Cravey. He said farmers al- 
ready are suffering from a stead- 
ily decreasing income. 

Duncan called for the insurance 
companies to economize and 
pointed out that farmers already 
have been forced to cut costs of 
production. He cited one mutual 
insurance company which he said 
had shown sizeable profits be- 
cause of good business policies. 

R. A. Smith, a farmer, stated 
he was testifying only to protest 


because farm rates had increased 
by 50 per cent. 

Robert S. Sams, attorney for 
Southeastern Underwriters Assn., 
testified that if the 1952-56 trend 
in fires losses continued through 
1958 the insurance companies 
would be losing five cents on each 
premium dollar earned at the 
rates in effect prior to increases 
granted by Cravey. 

Some said fire tnsurance rates 
in Georgia have been reduced 
seven times during the past 10 
years to a total of 28 per cent. 
Even with the recent increases,

. Down on the polished hardwood, Richmond Acad- 
emy was ushering spunky O’Keefe out of the State 
AAA tournament in the most exciting game of 
Wednesday's opening round. Charlie Hall, the most 
excited man in the house the last time Richmond per- 
formed at Alex Hall, was one of the calmest citizens 
enjoying the enteriainment. 

Hall, relaxed and puffing a big cigar, was enjoying a busman’s 

holiday along with several other coaches. Decatur. of course. isn’t 
defending the state-crown the Bulldogs won last March by dusting 
PP ak ee % Richmond in the finals. 
; It was Hall’s first view of the 
Musketeers since the memorable Satur- 
day night when Decatur copped the 
crown. On that particular evening Hall 
bounced off the bench almost as often 
as the ball bounced on the court. 

“There are certain advantages to 
being a spectator,”’ Hall said during a 
timeout lull.

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Financial Coup Points to Future 


Just as this week’s balmy weather raises hopes that gentle 
spring breezes may soon become the daily fare, a brief news 
item Wednesday may have been the harbinger of a revolutionary 
change in North-South financial relations. 

Up until a few years ago, Dixie’s progress depended almost 
entirely on the feelings of Yankee investors who inhabited Wall 
Street's formidable fiscal jungle. 

A new breed of Southern capitalists has steadily assumed 
more and more of this responsibility, thus gradually diminishing 
our economic dependence on the North. 


But the real coup d’etat was pulled off by a Southern financial 
institution, the First National Bank of Atlanta, when it offered to 
underwrite more than three million dollars worth of federal lease- 
purchase construction projects. 


Not only did it underbid Northern competitors on the interest 
rate; it also put the South in the rare position of financing build- 
ing in the North—one of the projects being proposed in snow-bound 
Minnesota.

Rates Dip 
On Home

Lenders See 


Further Cuts 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26 (UP)— 
The interest rate on home mort- 
gages has begun to slip down- 
ward in recent weeks and further 
cuts are in sight for most areas, 
lenders reported today. 

They gave this report in a 
United Press survey of officials 
from various parts of the coun- 
try attending a legislative confer- 
ence of the National Savings and 
Loan League. The league claims 
about 600 members. Last year the 
nation’s savings and loan associa- 
tions put up about 38 per cent 
of all new mortgage money. 


LONGER TERMS 


Many officials at the conference 
said they have been writing long- 
er term mortgages since money 
became more available. A few 
said they have actively looked for 
borrowers to soak up idle funds 
and that they have had difficulty 
maintaining a desired volume of 
outstanding loans. 

Most of the lenders reported 
they were still charging the same

when interest climbed to a post- 
1933 high. But they admitted that 
the pressure is on and they will 
have to reduce their rates to keep 
in step with the market.
